RURAL FARM FAMILY EXPENSES 


U.S.A.; estimated decrease or zi: million busneis in :\orth 
Africa and Egypt; floods in Yantze Valley, China; reports 
on possible wheat reduction from the World Conference. 

Against these are factors which will tend to lower pri¬ 
ces, as follows: Small wheat import by India; increase of 
French acreage by 1,000,000 acres, and the forbidding of 
foreign wheat importations; stagnant European demand 
owing to uncertainty of Conference outcome in the matter 
of stabilization of exchange; reported reluctance to re¬ 
duction program of Argentine and Australia; sharp week¬ 
ly reduction in European purchases; reported success of 
Russian new crop with acreage up to plan; total world 
carryover in August estimated at 31 million bushel in¬ 
crease; timely rains in Poland, Canadian West and Aus¬ 
tralia; threat of Secretary Wallace U.S.A. to dump sur¬ 
plus wheat if reduction plan is not agreed to. 

WHAT STARTED “BETTER TIMES?” 

“Better times in Western Canada” is a heading fre¬ 
quently seen in Kastem Canadian newspapers these days. 
Certainly the statistics show that there has been an im¬ 
provement in buiness in the west due to the encourage¬ 
ment offered by better wheat prices;’ Of course most of 
last year’s crop has left the hands of the primary pro¬ 
ducer so exceedingly few have benefitted by the spectac¬ 
ular ascent in wheat prices. But there is a more hopeful 
attitude on the part of the people. 

It should not be overlooked that the change has been 
caused principally by radical policies adopted by the new 
government of the United States. From 25c to 30c of the 
per bushel increase in’ the price of Canadian wheat, which 
is so cheering to all Canadians, is due to the bedevilled 
policy of inflation. 

“Canada is ah integral part of North America,” Prem- 
. ier Bennett remarked a few months ago. What he prob¬ 
ably meant was that this country is virtually dominated 
by the activities of the hug* republic to the south of the 
boundary line. The truth of the statement is being well 
evidenced right now. The United States inflated her mon¬ 
ey and Canadian money is automatically inflated. The 
United States boosts wheat and commodity prices and 
our wheat and commodity prices follow suit. 

The ■ "standpatters” who for nearly four years have 
been preaching the doctrine of passivity, while the coun¬ 
try has gone from bad to worse, and direful prospects ap¬ 
peared on the horizon, have been somewhat bewildered by 
the swift changes, but not dumbfounded. Many of them 
are now cheering for the things they condemned a few 
months ago. _ • ■«— 

THE MANAGED DOLLAR 

President Roosevelt wants a dollar that will be worth 
as much in one generation as in another. This has never 
been true of any currency, in any country, at any time. 

The 1926 American dollar would have purchased $1.40 
worth of commodities in 1913; $1.17 in 1917; only 65 
cents’ worth in 1920; $1.03 in 1921; $1.40 In 1930, and to¬ 
day about $1.60. 

How can business operate when its monetary standard 
of measurement is so \ariable? It is like trying to meas¬ 
ure things with a rubber yardstick. Up to now, proposals 
to stabilize prices by managed currencies have been 
dreams of academic economists. 

President Roosevelt now contemplates a method for 
stabilizing prices for good and all. He hopes to achieve 
this, according to his intimates, by using the extraordin¬ 
ary power given him by Congress to reduce the amount 
of gold in the dollar by as much as 50 per cent. How 
would this be done? Simply by varying the gold content 
of the dollar. If prices got too high, more gold would be 
added. If prices got to low, gold would be taken away. 

In the past the dollar has been fixed in its content of 
gold, but variable in its purchasing power, l’y the new 
scheme the dollar wouid be fixed in its purchasing power, 
but variable in its gold content. 

What should be taken as the ‘1fair”-price for the dollar? 
Obviously, some arbitrary figure must be selected. The 
Labor Department issues a table showing weekly price 
changes of some 760 commodities. From this table an 
average figur#is computed, called the’ “commodity price 
index.” 

It is proposed to hitch the "managed dollar” to thi; 
commodity price index. Gold would be added or subtract 
ed from the dollar as this index tended to go up or down. 
Thus the dollar would be manipulated.—Christian Science 
Monitor. 


“Laugh and grow fat” is one of the*good old sayings 
that still retains its popularity. “Growing fat” implies a 
cheerful disposition that is most desirable both for the 
possessor and his associates. 

It is particularly necessary that mealtimes should be 
cheerful times. The balanced diets, which are so heavily 
emphasized are only half the story. There must also be 
a happy mental condition. Food alone cannot provide 
good digestion, unless augmented with congenial compan¬ 
ionship, and many digestive troubles are laid at the door 
of the physical, when they are more directly traceable to 
disturbed mental condition. 

A physician in a recent magazine has laid down a few 
rules for the benefit of those terrorized by indigestion: 
11) Have taith in your digestive system. Don’t ruin its 
efficiency by being constantly afraid that it will get out 
of order. (2) Keep business affairs—particularly those 
whfch are likely to cause concern—on the other side of the 
dining room door. (3) Don’t threaten children with pun¬ 
ishment at meal time. Postpone the hour of reckoning 
until their food has had time to digest. (4) Save your 
best jokes and most amusing experiences for table talk, 
A hearty laugh is one of,the best aids to digestion. (5) 
Dyspeptics are likely to avoid certain food combinations, 
such as milk and fruit, etc. There is no harmful result in 
these food combinations. The harm comes from the men¬ 
tal condition---the fear of food. 

A balanced diet is of great importance, but the greatest 
factor in a good digestion is a calm, cheerful disposition 
and sensible habits of living. These are the magic ingred¬ 
ients that make life worth while. 

THE OLD ORDER PASSES 

“Sometimes in old buildings which have stood firm for 
centuries a little insect enters the woodwork and gradu¬ 
ally eats away its strength. To all outward appearances 
for a long time it seems as solid as ever, but the mischief 
is gradually reducing the core of the timber into dust. 

“Our economic, system is crumbling, not from external 
pressure, but from inside. Time is pi'essing. Govern¬ 
ments are too dilatory and easy going in dealing with this 
tremendous , emergency. Whatever happens there must be 
fundamental changes. No one doubts this. They are, in 
process now of being effected; everywhere the old order is 
passing away; nay, it has passed away already. What will 
take its place? Are statesmen thinking out that prob¬ 
lem ? 

“The existing industrial, financial, and economic order, 
with its blind and cruel greed, with its extravagance and 
its po\erty its luxuries and its miseries, its waste and its 
chaos, with its tens of millions of honest workers reduc¬ 
ed to eating the bread of charity while the riches of Prov¬ 
idence are rotting in the fields because they are not per¬ 
mitted to reach the needy; with its slums where no hu¬ 
mane mah would house his cattle, with its nations organ¬ 
izing to starve and slaugter each other—this system has 
been tried and found'wanting.”—By a Past Cabinet Minis' 
ter. 

CALLING THE BOYS HOME 

If a private employer sent forth emissaries who failed 
time after time in their appointed tasks, what would be 
his appointed tasks, what would be his natural reaction? 
He would firq them, with testimonials. They, would pay 
the penalty of faiiqrc, .which is exacted in every phase of 
competitive life; But not so with natioiis. Their hired 
representatives sally forth in state to conference after 
conference. After tremendous cost of operation, these 
conferences end in failure, the representatives, return to 
their respective peoples, not in fear of losing jobs, or ev¬ 
en a slap on the wrist. They come back without any re¬ 
sponsibility as to" ‘the outcome of their missions. They 
have failed again, and isn’t it too bad? And the people] 
pay the bills in every bite they eat, every garment they 
wear. If these great leaders were common hired men 
they would not dare- return so empty-handed. The hum¬ 
blest employee in the land has to show tangible result for 
his meagre wage. Why are the most highly paid employ¬ 
ees exempt from this notural law? 

If the penalty for failure to solve the world’s ills were 
banishment to the frozen north, it is altogether likely 
that more would be accomplished. Presumably the great¬ 
est brains of the world are gathered at the London Con¬ 
ference. They know that Vortain remedies can be insti¬ 
tuted that will relea-e the wealth of production to the 
consumer who so sorely needs it. They know that vary¬ 
ing monetary policies and tariff barriers stand in the way 
if real recovery. But obstinacy, coupled with ignorance 
as to the actual plight of the people’s whom they repre¬ 
sent, prevent n^y action. They do not suffer, therefore 
they can afford; to parley and sidestep and delay. 

The people world ara patient, but it is time they 

lemandeil an aecounting from their hired men. And it is 
time that they learned the futility of conferences.

Few facts are available for reference on the cost of liv¬ 
ing in rural farm homes in Canada says the Economic 
Annalist, published by, the Dominion Department of Agri¬ 
culture. However, in a survey of 157 farms in the Red 
River Valley of Manitoba in 1931 by the Dominion Eco¬ 
nomics Branch, data on family 'living were obtained from 
129 of the records. Cash expenditures per family aver¬ 
aged $658.32, while farm furnished items amounted to 
$430.42, making a total of $1,088.74 for the average cost 
of living during the year. ^ 

1 Cash expenditures were 60.47 per cent, of the total, 
while farm furnished items averaged 39.53 per cent. Ful¬ 
ly 49.12 per cent, of the total goods and services was 
spent on food, the average expense for food being $534.84 
Uver half this amount was supplied from the farm in but¬ 
ter, eggs, nulk, garden produce and meats. Clothing ac¬ 
counted lor 9.68 per cent, of the total or an average of, 
$lu4.32 per family. The average farm’ family spent $45.34 
for health purposes; $37.70 on education; $44.29 on 
amusement, $20.01 on churches and eharily, and $24.02 as 
naif the amount spent on operating the automobile! 
charged to family living.
